College Hoodlums. 

The Bath policeman who refus¬ 
ed re-admission to the theater to 
the hoodlums from Brunswick re¬ 
cently did well as far as he went 
but he would have done even bet¬ 
ter if he had taken them into cus¬ 
tody. Their actions when leaving 
the theater in the first instance, 
had nearly created a panic, as sim¬ 
ilar outcries had in other places. 
It was only a few weeks ago that 
70 people in a southern church 
convention were killed, during a 
panic caused by a false cry of fire. 
The Bath Times prints the follow¬ 
ing story of the occurrence in that 
city: 

A large party of students were 
at the theater last evening, and as 
usual, they occupied a place near 
the stage. Between the acts four 
of the young men from Brunswick 
passed out, and when in the hall 
yelled “fire” at the top of their 
voices. The outcry was heard by 
a large number and for a few min¬ 
utes there was much stirring in 
the audience, but this was soon 
over and no further demonstration 
was made. Officer Wm. Jack, who 
is ou duty at the theater, ran into 
the hall as the students were mak¬ 
ing fast time down the stairs. He 
went to the foot of the steps on 
Front street and when the stu¬ 
dents returned they were refused 
admittance. They wore very in¬ 
dignant but to uo effect. One of 
the students went around Sum¬ 
mer street and gained admittance 
~ through the side entrance and took 
his seat with a party of his fel¬ 
lows in the third row from the 
stage. Officer Jack recognized him 
and immediately rushed him out 
by the side door. He was follow¬ 
ed by a party of the students who 
wanted to know the reason of the 
act, but after being informed by 
the officer quietly went out of the 
theater.

Excluding river 
and harbor appropriations, the 
secretary says that the estimates 
for the last five fiscal years shows 
an average annual increase from 
the estimate of the present year of 
about $44,500,000. The estimates 
of the next year show a net de¬ 
crease of $31,420,400.
